Applicant's amendment under 37 CFR 1.312 requests the entry of the accompanying IDS, which is a copy of the IDS filed on 
4/15/00 originally considered in part by the examiner in the office action mailed on 10/02/01, for consideration of references AAB f 
AAC, andAAD. The initialed IDS mailed to applicants with the office action of 10/02/01 lined throught these references as they were 
not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.98. The IDS filed on 12/29/05 as a 312 amendment provides the brief description of foreign 
language references AAC and AAD which was missing from the original IDS and again provides a page of medline results. The IDS 
filed on 12/29/05 was not accompanied by the required 1.97(e) statement, and 1.1 7(p) fee, and thus does not comply with 37 CFR 
1.97. Please note that MPEP 609.05(a) states that applicant may file a new information disclosure statement or correct the 
deficiency in the previously filed IDS, but the date that the new IDS or correction is filed will be the date of the IDS for purposes of 
determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing of the IDS ( 37 CFR 1.97). It is further noted that the list of 
medline results provides citations for a number of references, none of which were actually provided to the examiner for 
consideration. Therefore, AAB still fails to comply with 37 CFR. 1.98.
